The South and West are rapidly 


coining into- line ou the silver question 
and as is evidenced by the sayings of 
leading men that have been identified 
with both of the old parties, a crisis is 
possible at the Republican National 
Convention at St. Louis as well as the 
Democratic Convention at 
Chicago 


that will shal:e the allied goldbug 
principles of both to the very founda- 
tion, and although a few truckling 
politicians and office holders umy be 
injured in the crash that may follow, 
there is little doubt but what the gen- 
eral country and the masses will be 
benefitteJ. 
Several prominent men 


who have tried earnestly and faith- 
fully as leaders and in the ranks of the 
two so-called great parties by acts and 
argument to bring relief to the people 
have grown tired of straddling resolu-

old parties toward the while metal and 
the relief to a suffering people and the 
prosperity that has been promised year 
after year will be at hand. 


Here is what Senator Tiliman of 


of South Carolina says: 


"If the Chicago Convention does not 


declare for free silver, I sball walk out, 
and I think all the delegates from my 
State will do the same thing. The poo 
pie are tired of gold bugs and straddle 
bugs and they are not going to be dic- 
tated to any more by the plutocrats of 
Wall street. 


"If Mr. Bland is nominated I will 


certainly support him. We want men 
who are for silver and who will stand 
by us. If we go to Chicago and secure 
a declaration for 16 to 1 and then nom- 
inate a straddle bug, it will be simply 
to hang out an emblem of defeat." 


Senator Voorhees says: "I am in 


favor of the free coinage of silver at a 
ratio of 16 to 1, and that such a plank 
should and will be inseited in our 
State platform and that dele-gates to 
St. Louis be so pledged, that the same 
plank will be inserted in the platform 
of the Republican party. With that 
in the National platform, the man re- 
ceiving the nomination for President 
would be in honor bound to carry out 
the wishes of the people on that sub- 
ject." 


\V. H. Griffith, late Chairman of the 


Republican State Central Committee 
of Colorado and a prominent news- 
paper man of Leadville, says that Colo- 
rado will vote for silver thi<< fall and 
that no candidate for President on a 
gold platform can carry the State. 
The party that declares for free coin- 
age, be it Republican, Democrat or 
Silver party, will carry Colorado by a 
large majority. In speaking of Senator 
Teller's position, Mr. Griffith said: 


"So far as Senator Teller ii con- 


cerned, I can state positively that he 
will not be a delegate to the Republi- 
can National Convention. This, how- 
ever, is of his own choice, because if ho 
wished to be he would have the united 
and unanimous support of the party. 
I make tfiis statement about him not 
being a delegate from a personal inter- 
view with Senator Teller." 


When asked if Senator Teller would 


support the nominee of the Republican 
party for President, Mr. Griffith re- 
plied, "absolutely no, if that candidate 
is running upon a gold standard plat- 
form." 
And still the emphatic declar- 


ations of many other prominent men 
can be offered, bnt this is sufficient to 
show how rapidly the good work is 
going on and that'the silver men will 
force the issue at the National Con- 
ventions.

PENSIONS OKMIKD. 


Tlia I'resldent lisei Uis Veto In Tivo 


Cases. 


WASHINGTON, April 22—The Presi- 


dent to-day sent the Senate vetoes to 
two pension bills. The first is in the 
case of Charles E. Jones, a photo- 
grapher, who was injured while taking 
photographs where no battle was in 
actual progress. Ho was not enlisted 
and not in the military service of the 
United States. 


"Aside from the question whether 


his present sad condition is attributa- 
ble to the sad injury sustained, it seems 
to me that an extension of pension re- 
lief to such cases would open the door 
to legislation hard to justify and im- 
possible to restrain from abuse," says 
the President. 


The other veto was in the case of 


the widow of Peter H. Allabatch, who 
served both in the Mexican War and 
the Wai of the Rebellion. 


"It is proposed," says the Presi- 


dent, " by the special act under con- 
sideration, to give this widow a pen- 
sion of $30 a month without the ledst 
suggestion of the death or disability of 
her husband having been caused by his 
military service, and solely, as far as 
discoverable, upon the ground that she 
io poor and needs money. Her condi- 
tion is precisely covered by existing

The New YeDiro of Trial Jurors 


Comes Into Court—A Jury 


Selected and the Trial 


Goes On. 


(Correspondence of the JOUHNAL 1 


CARSON CITY, April 22,1896. 


At the opening of the United States 


District Court this morning, after its 
adjournment from Monday, the names 
of the open venire of fifty talesmen 
summoned were called, all being pres- 
ent, and all from Washoe county, 


Woodburn for tbe defense, and Dis- 


trict Attorney Jones for the prosecu- 
tion examined each talesman called up 
very critically, only two out of the first 
panel of twelve being accepted, and 
three out of the second lot of ten. 
Forty-three out of the fifty were ex- 
amined before the jary of twelve was 
completed for the trial of the case, as 
follows: 


F. M. Shadier, W. T. Craig, A. 8. 


Williams, W. B. Hewlett, J. H. Sea- 
graves, George Frey, Walter Beaton, 
Dennis Sullivan, James Shelby, G-. E. 
Bates, John Gulling and Harry Sellers. 


It took two hours and a half to select 


this jury. All others of the venire re- 
jected or not called upon were excused 
for the term and sent to the Marshall 
to be paid off 


Judge Hawley delivered his usual 


admonition to the jury to guard against 
all outside or evil communications and 
delivered them into the hands of Mar- 
shall Humphrey to keep them closely 
housed, fed and guarded till the trial 
is ended. 


\FTEENOON SESSION*. 


A small drayload of books, bullion, 


molds, etc., weie brought over from the 
mint, but were not required, therefore 
will have to come again to-morrow. 


Clerk Edwards read the indictment 


against Jones, charging him with steal- 
ing $23,000 worth of gold metal from 
the mint. 


General R. M. Clarke then made the 


opening statement of tho case to the 
jury. That the United States expects 
to prove that the defendant did, on or 
about June 15, 1893, unlawfully take, 
steal and carry away from the (Jarson 
Mint gold metal belonging to the 
United States to tbe amount of $23,- 
000, which proposition he further ex- 
plained and set forth. By the aid of 
the large diagrams of tho interior of 
the mint he pointed out, illustrated 
and minutely described at detailed 
length the plan of the workings of the 
melting, refining and other depart- 
ments and adjuncts connected, de- 
scribed the manner of receiving bul- 
lion and passing it through the various 
processes until it cumo into tangible 
form and stamped value as bullion, all 
under the charge of the Melter and 
Refiner, or his assistant, describing the 
duties and responsibilities of the office 
and department. 


You must carefully study over all 


ibis, considering well all you see and 
boar, and be guided not altogether by 
my allegations, but by the convincing 
evidence which will be placed before 
you, 
Defendant was assistant under 


the former Melter and Refiner, Za- 
briski. and was continued in the posi- 
tion by the present Melter and Refiner, 
Harris 
He was a poor man and in 


debt when he came into the mint but 
subsequently 
spent lavishly much 


more than his salary of $2,000 or $1,500 
a year, stating that ho had made heavy 
winnings in stocks, but failing to show 
;bat he had done so, We will show 
you that there was no less than five of 
the spurious melts in the shortage, in- 
cluding the famous Bodie melt, and 
that the books of that department were 
'alsified and mutilated to cover up the 
deficiency. These melts were made in 
the mint by tho defendant, or with his 
jnowledge, as was tho falsification of 
,he records. If we show you all I rep- 
resent we shall expect you to find a 


erdict of guilty. 
The General's address occupied two 


lours and was one of his ablest and 
most elaborate efforts. At 4 P. M. court 
adjourned till 10 A. M. to-morrow.

The Becker Brewing Company's Safe 


Blown Onen and Robbed. 


Again the contemptible night prowler 


and sneak thief gets in his work. This 
time it is at the Becker Brewery and 
safe cracking and robbery is added to 
the crimes of the past two nights. 


At an early hour yesterday morning, 


between 1 and 2 o'clock ae near as can 
be judged, the bar-room of tbe Becker 
Brewing Company was entered through 
the side door and the door of the safe 
blown open with giant powder and 
nearly $100 in coin taken therefrom. 


Although a bungling job it was a sue 


cess and the door of the safe was badly 
wrecked. It is presumed tbat a crow- 
bar was used to pry tbe door out far 
enough to place the powder behind il 
and the force of the explosion burst it 
open. 


The saloon building is usually closed 


before midnight and from that time on 
until morning it is unoccupied. Mr 
Becker's residence is quite a distance 
from it, yet the sound of the explosion 
awakened him,but he concluded that it 
was someone firing a gan at a distance 
and gave the matter no further atten- 
tion. 


Tho crowbar and some other tools 


used in the work were taken from the 
cooper shop of the brewery and this 
fact, as well as the way the place was 
entered and the work done, indicate 
that the thieves had sized up the situa- 
tion daring the day or early in the 
evening. 


Two men purchased some giant pow- 


der at S. O. Wells' the day before, and 
Oox & Eedenour, blacksmiths, length- 
ened a dr'll the same day for two meu, 
who said they wanted to use it on a 
patent washing machine. It is thought 
that these men are the follows who 
cracked the safe, and that they left 
town immediately, as no cine has as 
yet been discovered by which they can 
be apprehendc'l.
